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To  the  Chairman  and  Ilenbers  of  the  North  Lonsdale  Rural  District 
Counc il; 


Hr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  this 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural 
District  in  respect  of  the  year  ending  31st  December  1972.  The 
form  and  content  are  in  accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health 
Circular  l/73. 

^Hiilst  the  estimated  population  remained  much  the  sane  as 
last  year,  there  was  a  narked  reduction  in  the  number  of  births, 
and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths,  '^^ith  about  100  new  houses 
erected  during  1972  an  increase  in  population  of  300  -  400  would 
have  been  expected.  The  assumption  must  be  still  more  second-home 
ownership  (apart  from  relief  of  massive  overcrowding,  of  xfhich  there 
was  no  evidence). 

The  pros  and  cons  of  the  "weekend  cottage"  are  regularly 
debated.  Prom  my  point  o'f  view,  they  are  a  part  of  the  tourist 
industry  as  a  whole,  on  which  I  have  great  apprehension. 

There  are  three, aspects;-  . 

1  .  protection  of  our  resident  population  and  amenities  from  the 
'  effects  of  the  visitors. 

2,  the  enjo3nnent  and  health  preservation  of  the  visitors. 

3.  particular  concern  for  the  welfare  of  the  high  proportion 
of  elderly  residents,  who  have  cone  here  to  retire. 

Each  could  be  a  chapter  in  itself,  but  as  Polonius  said  - 
"  I  will  be  brief  " .  Ho  don't  x-jant  their  pollution  and  enteric; 
they  don't  x-j-ant  our  mountain  accidents  and  food  poisoning;  should 
WQ  not  discourage  elderly  X'xidox/s  from  moving  to  our  lovely,  but 
lonely  villages  ? 

Last  year,  I  mentioned  my  concern  at  the  large  number  of 
private  x-rater  supplies  from  xirhich  x^re  obtained  unsatisfactory 
bacteriological  samples.  It  xras  also  apparent  that  due  to  the 
relatively  low  rainfall,  many  of  these  sources  x-rero  providing  on 
insufficient  flox^r  of  xfater  to  supply  all  the  properties.  Is  living 
standards  rise,  and  more  domestic  gadgets  become  recognised  domestic 
necessities,  so  has  the  demand  for  xrater  increased.  ToXiXards  the 
end  of  the  year  the  Council  was  presented  x^ith  a  survey  indicating 
how  it  would  be  possible  to  provide  mains  water  for  a  considerable 
number  of  properties.  It  is  my  earnest  hope  that  the  recommendation 
xfill  be  accepted,  despite  the  expense. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  maintained  on  the  various 
sewerage  schemes.  Only  35  privy  middens  remain. 

The  Brucellosis  saga  has  cone  to  a  happy  end.  1972  xras  the 
first  full  year  during  which  we  have  been  in  the  ca.ttle  eradication 
area.  It  can  confidently  be  anticipated  that  we  shall  no  longer 
find  evidence  of  this  chronic  disabling  disease.  That  eradication 
is  the  only  satisfactory  solution,  can  be  inferred  from  the  success 
of  the  cattle  T.B.  eradication  programme.  It  is  noxr  many  years 
since  there  x-xas  an  animal  foxjnd  to  be  infected  at  the  slaughterhouse 

Finally,  I  acknoxirledge  xvith  sincerity  the  continual  hard 
work  of  all  my  collegues  in  the  Public  Health  Department,  and 
thanlc  the  Council  for  their  interest.

In  line  nith  the  national  trendy  our  birth  rate  fell  in  1972, 
to  the  lonest  for  over  20  years.  Only  179  babies  T-rere  born, 
conpared  n:th  208  the  previous  year,  and  233  in  1967  the 
highest  figure  in  recent  years. 

The  crude  birth  rate  uas  10.8  per  1000  popula.tion  but  after 
correction  to  allou  for  the  atypical  age-sex  stucture,  the 
adjusted  rate  uolb  13.3  per  1 000  population;  that  for 
England  and  IJales  uas  14.8.  6/o  of  births  were  illegitinate , 

whereas  the  national  figure  was  9/t. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  report  that  there  were  no 
still  births  or  the  tragedy  of  an  infant  death  before  the  age 
of  1  year. 


It  251  deaths,  this  was  the  highest  total  for  10  years,  and 
the  third  highest  since  1950,  There  is  no  obvious  reason  for 
this,  and  after  correction  by  the  conparablility  factor,  the 
adjusted  death  rate  is  12.5  for  1000  population,  alnost  the 
sarie  as  the  national  rate. 

Of  the  251  deaths  110  were  of  people  aged  over  75  years, 

80  were  in  the  65-74  age  group 
44  wore  aged  between  55  a.nd  64  years. 

After  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  circulation,  the  nost 
frequent  cause  of  death  was  Cancer  of  the  Tung,  by  which  we 
lost  12  nen,  alnost  of  the  total.  These  three  conditions, 
together  with  road  accidents  are  now  our  nost  serious 
epidenics  and  will  need  to  be  anproadhed  on  a  long  tern 
basis  of  collection  of  facts,  interpretation  and  perhaps  a 
generation  of  health  education.

It  xfill  be  seen  that  the  nu’^ber  of  notified  cases  renained  lox-r, 
I'easles  typically  assumed  epidemic  proportions  in  alternate  years,  but 
since  1968,  a  protective  vaccine  has  been  available,  and  an  encouraging 
nuT’ber  of  children  have  been  immunised. 

This  fever  has  tended  to  be  regarded  as  just  a  tro.nsient  penalty 
of  childhood.  This  is  not  so;  it  has  been  the  cause  of  much  loxr  grade 
ill  health  and  permanent  physical  disability,  and  has  a  very  definite 
mortality  rate.  It  is  essentical  that  it  be  eradicated,  just  as 
smallpox,  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis. 

ThanJcfully,  there  xrere  only  tx«70  notifications  of  food  poisoning, 
and  one  of  dysentery.  As  a  tourist  area,  this  is  of  great  ir.portance, 
and  the  Public  Health  staff  spend  a  lot  of  time  ensuring  that  a  high 
standard  of  food  hygiene  is  maintained  in  shops,  hotels  and  cafes. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  a  comprehensive  free  service  for 
immunisation  and  vaccination  is  available.  At  present,  protection  is 
offered  against  diphtheria,  xHiooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and 
measles,  at  school  clinics,  child  health  centres,  and  b3r  most  general 
medical  practitioners. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  offered  to  oldei  children, 
and  a  vaccine  against  Rubella  (German  Measles)  to  older  school  girls. 

The  next  table  shows  the  number  of  children  by  year  of  birth,  xfho 
x\rere  vaccinated  or  immunised  against  certain  infectious  diseases,  in  1972.

Nevertheless,  there  appears  to  bo  a  snug  conplacency  about  this  disease. 
Certainly  we  have  experienced  a  reduction  in  the  incidence  and  prevalence 
over  the  past  twenty  years.  Distressing  long  f,j-aiting  lists  for  adnission 
to  sanatoria  have  disa-ppeared,  resulting  in  their  closure  or  change  of  use. 
But  Tuberculosis  is  not  yet  conquered,  a,nd  it  remains  our  second 
coniionest  infectious  disease,  as  can  be  seen  by  conparing  this  table  i7ith 
that  on  the  previous  page.

The  provision  and  maintonanco  of  public  uater  supplies-  for 
the  whole  of  the  District  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Purness 
■'^ater  Board ,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  part  of  the  parish 
of  Cartmel  Pell,  for  which  the  Lakes  and  Lune  "'Jater  Board  is 
responsible. 

The  larger  supplies  were  adequate  in  quantity  throughout 
the  year  but  some  of  the  smaller  public  supplies  in  the  northern 
parishes,  and  some  private  supplies,  failed  during  the  relative 
drought  in  late  spring  and  early  summer.  Part  of  the  Low  Purness 
district  is  supplied  from  the  treatment  works  at  Highfield  and 
the  remainder  from  the  Pennington  treatment  works.  The  Southern 
part  of  the  rural  district  is  supplied  from  the  Ilowton  treatment 
works  and  the  central  area  from  Bortree  Tarn.  All  these  supplies 
gave  consistantly  good  bacteriological  results. 


The  remainder  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  13  small 
sources  scattered  throughout  the  area.  All  but  3  of  these  are 
now  chlorinated, 

69  samples  of  treated  water  were  examined  bacteriologically 
with  40  satisfactory^  results.  15  samples  from  untreated  supplies 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  only  5  gave 
satisfactory  results. 

It  is  estimated  tha.t  there  are  some  1  ,359  dwellings  using 
private  supplies.  91  samples  were  examined  from  these  supplies 
of  which  only  29  were  satisfactory.
